Prior rejections not made of record in the instant communication have been withdrawn. 

The prior provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejections over claims 72-79, 82-84, and 
104-106 of co-pending applications 08/461,292, claims 91-99, 101-103, 106-108, and 129-131, 
08/460,902, claim 36, and 08/465,582, claim 44, are maintained for the reasons advanced on page 3 of 
Paper No. 24. 

The prior provisional 102(f), 102(g), or 103 rejection over the count and disclosure of the 
application of the winning party in the interference is maintained for the reasons advanced on page 9 of 
Paper No. 24. 

The rejection of claims 72-79, 82-84, and 104-106 above based on count of Interference No. 
103708, to which applicant is a party, is a provisional rejection for the purpose of resolving all remaining 
issues in this application. The provisional assumption that the count is prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102 (g) 
against this application may or may not be true, and the prosecution in this case will be suspended 
pending final determination of priority in the interference if and when no other issues remain. 

The outcome of Interference No. 103708 has material bearing on the patentability of the claims in 
this application. Prosecution in this application is SUSPENDED pending a final judgement in the 
interference.
